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Upbeat Irving Presents 
A New Recreation Budget

“Something for everyone,” said 
Director Hank Irving of the pro- 
posed $3,551,800 fiscal year 2002 
(FY02) budget for the Recreation 
Department. He was speaking 
before the Greenbelt City Council 
on April 18. The proposed bud- 
get is up $23,300 (0.66%) from 
last year. 

Attendance at all recreation 
programs, compiled from a 
monthly Leisure Time activities 
attendance report, is expected to 
bring approximately $596,800, 
the same as for fiscal year 2001. 

Community Center 

The FY02 proposed budget for 
the Community Center is 
$699,800. Of this amount, 
$465,100 is for salaries, benefits 
and overtime of personnel; and 
$234,000 for operating expenses 
such as professional services, in- 
surance, utilities, training, build- 
ing maintenance and arts ex- 
penses. A $47,000 grant from 
the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
(M-NCPPC) as well as revenue 
from tenants, rentals, camps and 
program fees and other miscella- 
neous services is expected to be 
$414,900 or 59% of the budget. 

A photographic darkroom 
(funded in FYO1) is to be con- 
structed in the Community Cen- 
ter. When completed in late 
summer, it should become a 
source of income for the center 
according to Center Supervisor 


Joe McNeal. 
Aquatic and Fitness Center 

The FYO2 proposed budget 
for the Greenbelt Aquatic and 
Fitness Center (GAFC) is 
$783,300. This includes 
$513,000 in personnel expenses 
and $270,300 in other operating 
expenses. Income from passes, 
daily admissions, classes, mer- 
chandise, rentals and concessions 
is expected to be $620,000, or 
79% of expenditures. GAFC 
staff recommend that pass rates 
be raised 3 percent. Rates have 
not been raised for two years. 

A new filtration system was 
installed by the original contrac- 
tor free of charge after GAFC 
staff had shown displeasure about 
water clarity and system opera- 
tion problems. “This has re- 
sulted in sparkling clear pool wa- 
ter and will reduce water and 
sewer service costs since water 
use will be reduced to 3,000 gal- 
lons per month from 40,000,” 
said Center Supervisor George 
Rogala. 

Recreation Centers 

The Youth Center proposed 
budget for FY02 is $217,500, the 
same as this year. Approxi- 
mately 60,400 persons are ex- 
pected to participate in Youth 
Center activities, the same as for 
FYO1. 

The Springhill Lake Recre- 
ation Center proposed budget is 
$185,200, up $3,800 from FYO1

Featured in Program

“Growing Up in Greenbelt” 
will bring together more than a 
dozen pioneers who spent their 
childhoods in Greenbelt during 
the 1930s and 1940s. This is 
the last program in a series of 
three Chautauquas focusing on 
Greenbelt’s history; it will take 
place Saturday, May 19, 11 a.m. 
to 1 p.m., in the Greenbelt 
Community Center. 

Participants will share their 
childhood experiences, reflecting 
on Greenbelt’s early days. 
Members of the audience will 
also be encouraged to tell their 
stories, comparing the histories 
of the pioneer children with 
those who arrived in Greenbelt 
at a later date. 

The theme of Saturday’s 
Chautauqua connects with the 
Greenbelt Museum’s current ex- 
hibition, “Planned Play: Child- 
hood in the Ideal Community.” 
Museum curators Katie Scott 
Childress and Jill Parsons have 
been conducting oral histories 
with pioneer children for the 
past several months, capturing 
the special experiences of indi- 
viduals who spent their early 


lives in Greenbelt. Twelve pio- 


neers are expected to participate 
in the Chautauqua program. 
The Chautauqua series is part 
of the year long celebration and 
series of events that commemo- 
rate Greenbelt as a National 
Millennium Community. The 
City of Greenbelt has printed a 
passport to promote these mil- 
lennium activities. Individuals 
who visit historic, cultural and 
special events and get their 
passports stamped will be eli- 
gible for prizes to be awarded at 
the 2002 New Year’s Celebra- 
tion. Passports will be distrib- 
uted at this event. The program 
is sponsored by the City of 
Greenbelt’s Millennium Task 
Force Committee and the 


Greenbelt Museum. 





As Jaeger Saga Goes On

Yogi Berra said it best: “It 
ain’t over till it’s over.” And that 
seems to be the mantra of those 
who oppose development on the 
17.43 acre Jaeger tract. The con- 
troversy over the fate of this pri- 
vately owned parcel off 
Kenilworth Avenue has spanned 
decades, with the City of 
Greenbelt leading the charge to 
stop development and to press for 
the tract’s integration into 
Greenbelt Park as originally in- 
tended. 
~ Joined by the Westchester Park 
Civic Association in more recent 
battles, the city and the associa- 
tion had been successful in stop- 
ping high-rise and commercial 
development and in down-zoning 
the property to rural residential 
zoning (RR— two dwellings per 
acre). 

However, on April 23, the 
Prince George’s County Planning 
Board approved the preliminary 
plan of subdivision for 19 single 
family homes on the tract. This 
setback has not deterred the city 
from taking the lead in pursuing 
a “Friends” agreement with the 
National Capital Parks-East to se- 
cure the Jaeger tract’s incorpora- 
tion into the federal park. Sur- 
rounded on three sides by the 
park, which is located within the 
corporate limits of Greenbelt, the 
Jaeger tract is south of 
Westchester Park Drive about 300 
feet east of Kenilworth Avenue in 
the unincorporated Westchester 
Park community. 

City Manager Hopeful 

On March 14, City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin met with 
Fred Cunningham, manager of 
Greenbelt Park and Glenn 
Eugster, assistant regional director 
of the National Park Service 
(NPS). Eugster is in charge of 
the partnership program for the 
NPS in this area. 


ponents Won’t Give Up 


In his March 19 memo to city 
council, McLaughlin said he 
“was quite hopeful about the 
whole outcome,” noting that 
Eugster has a very strong back- 
ground in partnering and finding 
a way to acquire property. “He 
strongly believes that something 
can be put together to meet our 
objective,” McLaughlin said. 

Eugster told the News Review 
after his tour of Greenbelt Park, 
“It’s a priority in our office right 
now. He explained that he had 
contacted Congressman Steny 
Hoyer and the National Park 
Trust to determine what role and 
commitment they could bring to 
the project. 

In a release to the News Re- 
view, Hoyer said, “I, like many 
Greenbelt citizens, am very inter- 
ested in adding the Jaeger tract to 
Greenbelt Park. We are at the 
beginning of a process that will 
require the cooperation of the 
National Park Service, the Na- 
tional Park Trust, the City of 
Greenbelt, and the local commu- 
nity if we are to be successful. I 
look forward to working with all 
of those interested towards that 
end.” ~ —~ 

Apparently the National Park 
Service hopes that collaborative 
efforts involving the Federal gov- 
ernment, the private sector, and 
state, county and local govern- 
ments will provide the resources 
to integrate the Jaeger tract into 
Greenbelt Park. The National 
Park Trust’s charge, for example, 
is to obtain private contributions. 

Eugster also expects to discuss 
these alternatives with the repre- 
sentatives of the Jaeger tract’s 
owners who, while not closing 
the door to selling the tract, say 
the development process will 
continue. The owners must still 
obtain a final plat within two 
years before breaking ground for 
their development. 


Budget Seeks Less Carts,

“It’s theft at its most basic 
level,” said director of the De- 
partment of Planning and Devel- 
opment Celia Craze of the many 
shopping carts pushed from 
Beltway Plaza into Springhill 
Lake.

worksession on Wednesday, April 
11, examining the budget of that 
department for the upcoming fis- 
cal year 2002 (FY02). This de- 
partment is responsible for en- 
forcing the codes and regulations 
that keep Greenbelt looking neat, 
that ensure parking is done le- 
gally, and dealing with civil vio- 
lations, for example, enforcing 
the noise control ordinance. The

department also reviews all the 
plans for development in the city 
and has been heavily involved in 
review of nearby development 
proposals that impact on 
Greenbelt. 

Community Development 

Revenues are expected to be 
greater than expenses in FYO2. 
The biggest revenue source is li- 
censes and permit fees which are 
estimated to bring in $354,300 of 
the estimated $424,800 in rev- 
enue for the community develop- 
ment office. Personnel accounts 
for the biggest chunk of expenses 
- $295,500 of the estimated 
$365,200 in FYO2. 

The inspectors had been 
spending time working on other 
duties such as dealing with inop- 
erable vehicles, and now are be- 
ing shifted back full time to en- 
forcing parking regulations.

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FOP Asks for More 
Pay and Benefits

In a rather brief May 9 work 
session, the Fraternal Order of 
Police (FOP) Lodge #32 pre- 
sented their FY 2002 budget re- 
quest to the Greenbelt City 
Council. They requested a salary 
increase/pay scale revision, a 
change in the retirement system, 
medical benefits for retired mem- 
bers, a revised on-call pay scale, 
and an increase in annual leave. 

Craig Rich, president, and 
John Rogers, state trustee, pre- 
sided over the FOP presentation. 
The salary increase and retire- 
ment system items are currently 
being reviewed by the city. Ad- 
dressing the medical benefits, the 
FOP is again requesting that the 
city pay 100% of the premium 
(at the single rate) for all officers 
who retire from the police depart- 
ment. Rogers reported that the 
issue of medical benefits affects 
retirees in that they are eligible to 
continue in the city’s retirement 
system but are not subsidized like 
current employees. Therefore a 
retiree’s cost (at the family rate) 
is $466.67 per month. During 
the discussion it was brought out 
that all retired employees are af- 
fected by this issue as well as the 
police. After discussion Mayor 
Judith Davis stated that any ac- 
tion council would take on this 
issue would affect all city retir- 
ees. 

A request was made for an in- 
crease in the on-call pay scale 
from $3.30 per day to $6.60 per 
day. 
Chief James Craze defined be- 
ing on-call as officers being re- 
stricted in alcohol consumption 
and confined in area. The on- 
call pay scale, which was insti- 
tuted four or. five years ago, has 
not since been raised. 

Annual Leave 

The annual leave issue gener- 
ated considerable back-and-forth 
discussion. The FOP would like 
to see the annual leave cap in- 
creased from 240 to 300 hours 
per year. Rogers stated that the 
membership has become more 
mature over the years and that 
people are accumulating more 
leave. Further, because the de- 
partment is understaffed, officers 
are not always able to take leave; 
sometimes no one is able to 
cover for them. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
commented on his private sector 
experience, in which only five 
days of carryover annual leave 
are allowed per year. He added 
that the FOP are in stressfyl jobs 
and that “leave is more important 
to you than the average person.” 

Rogers replied that in the past, 
when the force was fully staffed, 
it wasn’t a problem. But now 
that they are short on manpower, 
it is harder to take leave. 

“How does increasing the cap 
fix that?” White questioned. 

Rogers responded, “This too

Bikes on Metro 
To Be Permitted 


Beginning May 29, WMATA 
plans to implement a six-month 
trial program providing greater 
access to Metrorail for bikers. 

At present, on weekdays bikes 
are limited to the last car of 
trains between 10 a.m. and 2 
p-m. and after 7 p.m. The trial 
program will permit bikes before 
7 a.m.; between 10 a.m. and 4 
p-m. and after 7 p.m. In addi- 
tion, bikes (limit of two per car) 
will be permitted on all cars. 

In other words, bike restric- 
tions will be limited to weekday 
peak hours of 7 a.m. to 10 a.m. 
and 4 to 7 p.m. This change is 
in response to requests for 
greater access for bikers. 

Weekend bike access remains 
open as before.

Built in Glenn Dale 


The first new Episcopal church 
to be built in the Washington area 
in decades will be consecrated on 
Saturday, May 19, at 3 p.m. by 
the Rt. Rev. Jane Holmes: Dixon, 
Bishop Pro Tempore of the Dio- 
cese of Washington. An open 
house for the community will be 
held Saturday, June 2, from | to 4 
p.m. 

St. George’s church in Glenn 
Dale was built near the old St. 
George’s chapel, constructed in 
1892, which is on the Prince 
George’s County historic register 
and will continue to be used for 
weekday services and other spe- 
cial occasions. However, the old 
Victorian wooden church, with a 
maximum capacity of 60 people, 
had become too small for the 
congregation’s growing numbers. 
The new sanctuary will seat up to 
225 people. 

The top level of the new two- 
story building consists of the 
Sanctuary; a nursery; a parish hall 
dedicated to Benjamin and 
Adeline Miller, beloved members 
of the congregation; and a com- 
mercial grade kitchen and offices. 
The lower level contains three 
classrooms and a library. The 
new building, which cost $2.5 
million, is located at 7010 Glenn 
Dale Road, near the intersection 
of Lanham-Severn and Greenbelt 
Roads.

environmental impacts. The EA is hereby incorporated by reference in 
this FONSI.

In summary, the proposed wildlife management actions are as follows:

Continue Black-legged tick reduction treatment} 
esearch on Center. 

* Canada Goose - Modify habitat to discourage.overpopulation, addle eggs, 
and hire herd dogs to patrol areas on GSFC. If non-lethal methods prove to 
be inadequate, a round up or hunt and food donation may be 
implemented. 

* Beaver - Modify habitat, install an exclosure to traveling routes, and use 
annual trapping if necessary. 


The objectives of the wildlife management actions are to minimize the 
ecological impact caused by overgrazed vegetation which allows soil 
erosion and habitat destruction for other wildlife, decrease the nutrient 
loading from excess droppings which causes algae growth; improve public] . 
safety and health through fewer threats of auto collisions, exposure to ticks 
and tick-borne diseases, and bacteria from excessive droppings; improve 
wildlife health by reducing populations and competition for resources; 
and improve habitat diversity along with working with the land 
management goals of the Chesapeake Bay Program. 


The proposed actions and alternatives, including the no-action alternative, 
were examined. Many non-lethal deterring or hunting alternatives 
considered were either impractical or ineffective in meeting objectives. 
The EA considers water quality, land and biotic resources, and adverse 
health and safety impacts. The proposed actions would not have substantial 
adverse impacts on these environmental factors. Further indications are 
that actions would have a positive impact to water by reducing the 
biological loading and algae growth; would increase the biotic diversity 
and stability of land by allowing native vegetation to flourish and other 
wildlife to find habitat; and would improve public health and safety by 
reducing risks of bacteria exposure through excessive droppings, tick-borne’ 
illnesses and reduced threats of auto collisions. No other matters of 


| environmental concern were identified. 


On the basis of the Wildlife Management EA and underlying reference 
documents, NASA has determined that the environmental impacts 
associated with the proposed actions will not, individually or cumulatively, 
have a significant impact on the quality of the human environment. 
Theyefore, an environmental impact statement will not be prepared.

Animal Control 

The animal control officer will 
be moved from the police depart- 
ment to this department. Still to 
be determined is whether to have 
one full-time or two part-time of- 
ficers. The work will be done 
during the day, prompting 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull to 
ask how call-in complaints in the 
middle of the night will be 
handled. Craze cited the current 
practice of enforcement officers 
looking at the over-night police 
log each morning and responding 
to complaints. The current com- 
pliance rate for the noise control 
ordinance is 90%. When a noise 
ordinance violation proceeds to 
the courts, a police officer verifies 
the complaint. In an effort to re- 
duce the time police officers 
spend in court on such matters, 
the planning department is pro- 
posing an additional process for 
registering a complaint. Based 
on a successful program in Mont- 
gomery County a citation of vio- 
lation can be based on a citizen 
swearing to the facts of the inci- 
dent.

_ testimony of a noisy situation. 

Planning 

The planning office reviews all 
the development projects that af- 
fect the city; and plans and man- 
ages capital projects. For ex- 
ample during the last fiscal year 
work was done to plan restroom 
facilities in the Buddy Attick 
Park. Currently construction is 
slated to begin after July 4. There 


are problems with the grade of 


the chosen location, which is 
near the parking lot.
